


Looking Forward to Season 


With more pitching and team 
depth, Coach Jamie Clark and the 
East Central Community College 
Warrior baseball squad hope to im- 
prove on last years record, when the 
squad posted a 16-25 overall record 
and 12-16 mark in South Division ac- 
tion. The 17 wins were the most vic- 
tories ever achieved by a Warrior 
baseball program. 

The Warriors, who begin the 1989 
campaign by traveling to Clarke 
College for a 1 p. m. double-header 
on Friday, Feb. 24, feature a 28-man 
roster which includes 10 

ores. 

The season home opener is 
scheduled at 5 p. m. Thursday, 
March 2, when night baseball of- 
ficially arrives on campus. Lights 
were installed due to a donation by 
the John Christopher Gay III fami- 
ly of Meridian. 

The contribution was made in 
memory of John Christopher Gay IV 
who was killed in én automobile ac- 
cident on Oct. 21, 1987 while a 
student-athelete at East Central. 
Along with the lights, a pressbox- 
concession stand and memorial sign 
have also been constructed.

DECATUR — Clarke Coliege’s 
Panthers knocked off East Con. 
tral 8-6 at Chris Gay IV Field 
Tuesday behind an outstanding 
long relief effort by Mike 
MeNeer. 

_With Clarke starter Charles 
Tilden suffering a case of ex- 
treme wildness, MeNeer, a 
ttansfer from Mississippi Delta, 
came on in the second inning and 
shut out ECCC over the final 
seven inning, striking out 11 in 
the process. 

_“He did a heck-of-a-job,” 
Clarke coach Steve Renfrow 
said, ‘‘He’s thrown 18 innings 
since last Thursday. 

McNeer shut out Itawamba in 
a_4-0 win Friday. 

Clarke jumped on ECCC 
starter John Mark Williams for 
four runs in the first inning. Se- 
cond baseman Doug Barber led 
off with a solo homer to left field. 
After singles by Nick Buchanan 
and Michael Cole, the 12-6 Pan- 
‘hers added two runs when an at- 
‘tempted pickoff by catcher Dale 
Radley at third base was wild 
and then overrun by left fielder 
Xevin Cochran.

$5.8 million budget 


The East Central Community 
College board of trustees adopted a 
$5.8 million budget at its recent 
monthly meeting. Expenditures tot- 
aling $5,801,984 have been 
approved for the fiscal year July 1, 
1989 to June 30, 1990. The 
budgeted expenditures represent a 
$410,978 increase, or a 7.62 per- 
cent increase, as compared to the 
1988-1989 budget. 

Al the same meeting, the board 
also adopted a $407,809 budget for 
operation of the Philadelphia- 
Neshoba County Vocational- 
Technical Center, The amount rep- 
resents a $16,122 increase, or 4.12 
percent, over the 1988-89 budget. 

Of the $407,809 total, $250,299 
represents a reimbursement from 
the State Vocational Division with 
$63,004 to be provided by the city 
of Philadelphia and $94,506 by 
Neshoba County.

DECATUR — Three former Warrior greats will 
be inducted into the East Central Community Col- 
lege Athletic Hall of Fame during homecoming ac- 
tivities Saturday. 

Those chosen are Collinsville native Arno Vin- 
cent, Decatur’s. Lamar Blount, and Philadelphia 
native Ear! Marshall. 

Vincent had never seen a football game before at- 
tending East Central. He came to the school on a 
basketball scholarship in 1935; but was persuaded 
by coach Pat Wilson to try his luck on the gridiron. 
Vincent eventually became an all-state performer 
in both sports. 

ener e the rules of football though, took a little 
while. 

T remember blocking a punt on the first game of 
the season and the ball rolled almost to the oppo- 
nent’s goal line,” Vineent said. “The coaches had 
told me to always fall on the ball when it was fumbl- 
ed so that’s what. I did. I didn’t realize at the time 
that I could have picked up the ball and scored a 
touchdown.” 

After his career ended, Vincent was chosen 
ECJC’s Most Outstanding Male Athlete. He later 
served the school as president, dean of students, 
registrar, and was a coach for 16 years. As coach,

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Blount played on East Central’s only unbeaten, 
untied, and state championship-winning football - 
team in 1939. He scored 86 points in 1938 and 100 in >

Blount suffered a broken wrist on his very first 
play, yet he never thought of quitting. 


“You just didn’t quit in those days,” Blount said. 
“For me to go to college, I had to play football. My - 
father died when I was six and I didn’t have anyone ~ 


to ice up the tab,” 
_ He was also a member of Mississippi State’s only 
Southeastern Conference championship team in 
1941, Blount later played professionally for the 
Baltimore Colts and the Buffalo Bills. 

Marshall was an all-state selection during the 


1954 and 1955 seasons. His most memorable games - 
were against Hinds. Hinds beat East Central 21-¢in - 


1954 en route to an unbeaten season that included a 
win in the Little Rose Bow! in Pasadena, Cal. The 
next year, East Central won 13-7. 

Marshall also remembers two Eagles, Ear! Leg- 
gett and Jim Taylor. Leggett went on to play at LSU 
and for the Chicago Bears and New Orleans Saints.
